The stockholders or shareholders of any 
solvent corporation subject to the pro­ 
visions o f this chapter, or the boerd of 
trustees of any solvent savings bank, may 
direct that such corporation be cloaod for 
the purpose of winding up it» affairs. The 
proceedings to close and wind up such 
corporation or savings bank shall be as 
follows:

rect that the corporation be closed and 
its business wound up. 
The proceedings 
of such m eeting shall be entered in the 
m inutes of such corporation. 
In th e case of a savings b ank, the board 
of truste e s a t its m eeting h eld a s pre 
scribed in subdivision one of th is section, 
m ay by an affirm ative vote of not less 
th a n tw o-th irds of its w hole number, de­ 
clare by resolution 
its determ ination 
to 
close and w ind up th e business 
of such

The vote on such resolu­ 
tion sh all be taken by ayes and na ys and 
recorded w ith th e resolution In th e m in­ 
ute s of th e board of trustees. 
A copy of th e m inutes of th e proceed­

or w h ose residence h as been ascertained, 
it sh all, before applying to court for a re ­ 
lease upon final accounting or for a final 
order of dissolution, m ake a verified tra n ­ 
script or statem e nt from its books of th e 
nam es of all depositors, creditors, stock­ 
h olders or sh areh olders w h o h av e not 
claim ed or h av e not received th e deposits, 
debts, dividends or interest b alances due 
th em , and sh all file such tra nsc ript or 
statem ent, tog eth er w ith all identifying 
inform ation, w ith th e superintendent of 
b anks and sh all pay over such unclaim ed 
am ounts to th e superintendent of banks 
a s trustee for th e persons e ntitle d to re ­ 
ceive th em . 
6 . Upon th e petition of such corporation 
sh ow ing th a t all its debts and obligations 
h ave been disch arged ex cept th ose for 
w h ich no legal claim ant h as been found, 
and th a t such unclaim ed am ounts h ave 
been paid ov er to th e superintendent, and 
th a t m ore th an one year h as elapsed 
since th e notice w as given to creditors 
and depositors to present th e ir claim s as 
prescribed by th e court, and on notice to 
th e attorney-general and superintendent 
of banks and such furth er notice as th e 
court m ay prescribe, th e court m ay, on 
such term s as justice requires, m ake an 
order affirm ing such disposition of such 
unclaim ed deposits, debts, dividends or in­ 
te re st and declaring such corporation dis­ 
solved and its corporate ex istence te rm i­ 
nated. 
6. On filing w ith th e superintendent of 
banks, a certified copy of th e order of 
dissolution described in th e la st preceding 
subdivision of th is section, th e corporation 
sh all cease to ex ist. 
§ 487. M erger; wh en auth orized 
1. Any two or more corporations, other 
than savings banks, organized under any 
one article of this chapter or under the 
law s of th is state for the purposes or any 
of them mentioned in any one article of 
this chapter, are hereby authorized to 
m erge one or more of such corporations 
into another of them as prescribed in suc­ 
ceeding sections of this article. 
2. Any two savings bankf located in 
city of the first class and in the sam e 
county or borough, or any tw o or more 
savings banks located elsew here fii the 
state and in the same or adjoining coun 
ties, are hereby authorized to m erge as 
prescribed in succeeding sections of this 
article.

unexpended balance of the sam of tw enty 
thousand dollars appropriated by c h ap ter 
five hundred and tw enty-four of the laws 
of nineteen hundred and tw elve for the 
purchase of lands In W arrensburg. W ar­ 
ren county, for a Ash hatch ery for the 
hatching and rearin g of black baas, tro u t 
sn d o th er fish for the public stream s of 
th e state and distribution to th* public, 
and to establish such h atch ery and con­ 
stru c t on such lands suitable buildings, 
fixtures an d pond* Is hereby reappropri­ 
ated for the sam e purposes, to be expend­ 
ed to the sam e m anner and subject to th* 
sam * conditions prescribed to such chap­ 
ter.

CHAP. 371 
AN ACT providing for the enaction of ti 
■tate arm ory in the city of Yonkera, th* 
acquisition of a site therefor, and m ak­ 
ing an approprlatton for building said 
arm ory. 
Becam e a law April 16, 1914, w ith th* ap­ 
proval of th* Governor.
